A  couple  of  passages  speaking  about  the  power  of  together. 

♦  What  was  the  common  purpose  that  the  people  had? 

♦  Kris  talked  about  Stopping,  Gathering,  Separating,  Confessing  &  Repenting.  What 
about  those  5  attributes  spoke  to  you  the  most? 

Read  Joel  2:12-13  &  28-29 

These  verses  talk  about  a  promise  that  God  has  for  His  people.
